REJOINDER 

2. Claims 1-16 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1184 O.G. 86), claims 17- 
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22, directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now 
subject to being rejoined. Claims 17-22 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office Action mailed on 
10/23/2002 is hereby withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Note that the art 
rejections have been overcome by the Examiner's amendment and Applicant's

arguments. As argued by Applicant, the replacement^ e fiberglass scrim (67) of 
Smith, Jr. et al (US 4,049,852) by the aluminum foil from the polyamide composite 
shown is Okey (US 4,468,431) is not obvious because the foil with a thickness of 
0.0001 to 0.005 inch would not provide the reinforcement support to the laminate of 
Smith. Further, the inclusion of the closed cell foam in the structural reflective 
insulating material as defined in claim 1 would provide structural distinction over the 
prior art such as a combination of Frank (US 4,584,232) and Okey (US 4,468,431).
